In his press conference, Mr. Ro- 
gers said it was now “vitally im- 
portant” that there should be active 
negotiations between Egypt and Is- 
rael on an interim settlement, which 
could eventually lead to face-to-face 
talks. 

Mr. Rogers’ news conference came 
a day after a meeting between Is- 
raek Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin 
and Assistant Secretary of State 
Joseph Sisco where a lengthy re- 
view of the post-Ruesian withdrawal 
situation was undertaken.

Non-aligned nations demand 
that U.S. get out of Vietnam 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana. — The 
non-aligned nations conference yes- 
terday demanded that the United 
States get out of Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 


In & harshly worded resolution 
approved at the conference's final 
session, the non-aligned countries 
condemned the U.S. for a “policy 
of aggression and Its serious es- 
calation of the war in Indochina.” 

The conference, held at forelgn 
minister jlevel, “reaffirms its whole- 
hearted support for the just and 
herole struggle of the peoples of 
‘Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos for 
thelr national independence and 
freedom,” said the resolution. 

The 67 countries welcomed the 
East-West detente but ποιὰ that 
while it diminished the threat of 
nuclear war its effects were geo- 
graphically limited. 


In the declaration, the conference 
said there was increased compe- 
tition among the big powers in re- 
gions other than Europe and es- 
pecially on the high seas, 

The declaration sald there was 
need for continued efforts to bring 
about the dissolution of military 
alllances, Despite the detente, it 
said, interventions, aubversions and 
great power rivalries were being 
pursued elsewhere. 

On the Middle East, it condem- 
ned the occupation of Arab lands 
by Isreel and affirmed support for 
the Arab cause. 

The foreign ministers said the 
Brocess of detente among the major 
Powers should be extended to all 
Tegione. Unless this was done, there 
could be no guarantee of world 
Peace and of the security of devel- 
oping countries. (AP, Reuter)

CAIRO (AP). — A Belgian and a 
Frenchman were sentenced to 15-and 
10 years imprisonment with hard 
labour respectively and Sned £1,000 
each by a Cairo court yesterday on 
charges of spying for Israel and dis- 
tributing anti-government leaflets 
during war time. 

The Belgian, businessman Jacques 
Pierre Herrant, 41, and the French- 
man, freelance journalist and stu- 
dent Jean Mare Vouaux were ar- 
rested in February. They pleaded 
innocent to the charges, 

The prosecution had asked the 
three-man civilian court to impose 
life sentences. 

Both accused had denied the spy- 
ing charges, though both admitted

mailing letters in Egypt given them 
by Israeli acquaintances abroad. 

The presiding judge of the three- 
man civilian court said: “The erime 
ci espionage, even accordicg τὸ the 
penal code of your respective coun- 
tries, is tantamourt to treason, and 
punishable by death or life imprigon- 
ment with hard labour. Because you 
are not Arab citizens and therefore 
do not have patriotic feelings to- 
wards our Arab country, we have 
commuted your sentences to 15 and 
10 years respectively.” 

The two accused, standing in the 
same dock but separated by five 
police guards, were visibly shockec 
as sentence was pronounced but 
they said nothing.

Governor Rockefeller, who leaves 
today, has met with Prime Minister 
Golda Meir, Defence Minister Mo- 
she Dayan, Deputy Premier Yigal 
Allon, President Zalman Shazar, and 
former Premier David Ben-Gurion. 
The taiks highlighted 2 number of 
facts on which hopes for peace 
could be based, The Post learned.

NEW YORK (Reuter). — The 24 
Soviet Jewish cultural figures ex- 
ecuted by Stalin 20 years ago yes- 
terday were killed for allegedly 

lotting Crimean secession from the 

viet Union, an American Jewish 
leader claimed yesterday. 

The executions on August 12, 

4952, climaxed a campaign — which 
began with the arrest of 431 Jewish 
intellectuals in 1948 — to stamp out 
Jewish institutional life in. the. Soviet 
Union: - -- 
, Dr. William Korey, Director pf the 
International Council of Buai Brith, 
said enough information had filtered 
out about the secret and 
executions to allow public disclosure 
now for the first time. 

Dr. Korey said im a article in yes- 
terday’s “New York Times” that 
the group was arrested in late 1948 
or early 1949 and tortured into 
making false confessions. 

One witness said of poet Peretz 
Markish, who was one of the victims, 
he “could no longer stand and was 
reduced to crawling on all fours.

Fisheries fear 
imports will kill 
their industry 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — The second half of the 
sardine fishing season got off to 8 
fine start last week; but the good 
eatches were overshadowed by the 
danger of Portuguese sardine im- 
ports, which the fishermen fear will 
ruin the local fisheries. 

The secretary of the Fishermen's 
Union, Mr. Dov Shmiede, told The 
Post that they had asked the Gov- 
ernment for an urgent review of the 
Commerce Ministry’s plans to lift the 
administrative order forbidding the 
import of canned sardines. "He noted 
that, at the beginning of the month, 
the Ministry reduced the protective 
tariff on other canned fish products 
from IL5 to 112.50 per kilogramme, 
thus stiffening competition for local 
fish products, including sardines. 

He noted that the canning Indus- 
try had informed the Union that it 
would be unable to honour its con- 
tracts to buy up the fishermen’s sar- 
dine catches for canning if the im- 
port of sardines were permitted, as 
local sardines cannot compete with 
the cheap Portuguese imports. The 
fishermen sell virtually their entire 
haul, totalling about 1,500 tons a 
year, to the industry at an average 
Price of IL1.30 per kg. 

The fishermen are now bringing 
im catches of about 30 tons anight, 
Mr, Shmiede said.

Peking bars 
U.N. vote on 
Bangladesh 


DACCA (AP). — Faced with the 
threat ofa Chinese veto inthe U.N. 
Security Council, Bangladesh has 
made a last minute appeal to Pe- 
king not to stand in the way of 
a nation of 75 million people from 
taking its rightful place in the 
community of nations. 

Acting Prime Minister Nazrul 
Islam and Foreign Minister Abdus 
Samad appealed to China on Fri- 
day night to take a stand on the 
entry of Bangladesh in the United 
Nations “consistent with its own 
history and revolutionary tradi- 
tions.” ᾿ 

The Security Council, in an effort 
to avert the Chinese veto, agreed 
on Friday to defer until August 21 
further consideration of Bangla- 
desh's application for U.N. mem- 
bership. 

The two leaders thanked the 11 
members of the Security Council 
who had backed their nation’s ap- 
plication. China was the sole oppo- 
nent, with Guinea, Somalia and Su- 
dan abstaining.

B-52s stage record 
attacks on North 


SAIGON (UPI). — North Vietuam- 
ese troops and tanks yesterday 
killed or wounded nearly all of a 
South Vietnamese paratroop com- 
pany near Quang Tri. In the air, 
U.S. B-52 bombers flew record mis- 
sions over both North and South 
Vietnam. 

The North Vietnamese attack 
came at dawn — one unit striking 
48 kms. southwest of Quang Tri 
and another 1.6 kms. away. Military 
sources said 100 South Vietnamese 
paratroops were killed or wounded 
in one of the worst casualty tolls 
suffered by a single company. 

The U.S. command reported a to- 
tal of 120 giant B-52 bombers flew 
43 missions over Vietnam in a 24- 
hour period ending at noon, includ- 
ing 2 record strike over North Viet- 
nam. The previous record was 36 
missions flown last July 4 and the 
earlier high for B-52 raids over the 
North was mine on August 5, 6, 8, 
and 9. 

The B-52s dropped 1,200 tons of 
bombs on supply depots and a new 
fuel pipeline running down from the 
Chinese border. The attacks during 
Friday afternoon and last night 
stretched from 50 kms. southeast to 
100 kms. northwest of the coastal 
city of Dong Hoi. 

The command also announced that 
seven Americans and seven South 
Vietnamese were killed in two sep- 
arate air crashes. Officials blamed 
the accidents on engine failure. 

Navy jets from the carrier Sara- 
toga reported destroying six water 
supply craft moving along the coast 
112 kms. north of the so-called De- 
militarized Zone frontier between 
North and South Vietnam. 

A Saratoga F4 Phantom jet pilot 
reported a “‘probable’ shooting-down 
of 8 Mig-21 jet on Thursday night. 
The Navy quoted the pilot as say- 
ing he got within 3 kms. of the 
Mig, “fired two missiles and saw 
two big explosions:” - : ἈΝ 

In the Hue area, North Vietnam- 
ese Army troops, estimated at up 
to 500 men, came out of the moun- 
tains about 4S kms. south of ‘the 
clty yesterday and tried unsuccess- 
fully to set up a roadblock and am- 
bushes on Highway 1.

Meanwhile, former U.S. Attor- 
ney-General Ramsey Clark, told 
Americans yesterday not to worry 
about the health of U.S. prisoners 
of war in North Vietnam. “If you 
worry about their health, it’s better 
than mine, and I am a healthy 
man.” 

Mr. Clark, on a two-week inspec~ 
tion tour of North Vietmam, made 
his comments during a speech in 
Hanoi, What appeared to be his en~ 
tire talk was broadcast yesterday 
over Radio Hanoi in his own voice, 

Mr. Clark reiterated his previous 
statements calling for a cessation of 
U.S. bombing in North Vietnam. He 
said, “There has been massive in- 
human bombing of cities, villages, 
churches, schools, hospitals, dikes, 
sluices, canals, the very water sys- 
tem which supports the culture and 
the life of this country.”

7 Apprentice 
Boys march 
in Derry 


BELFAST (UPI). — Thousands of 
Protestants donned bowler hats and 
white kid gloves to le through 
Londonderry yesterday in celebration 
that led to Pro- 
testant dominance in Northern ire- 
land. 

As they marched British soldiers 
in combat gear ringed the city and 
helicopters whirled overhead watch- 
ing for the first hint of violence. 

In Belfast, a 19-year-old Catholic 
youth lay dying in a hospital after 
Inhaling poisonous fumes thrown off 
by an Trish Republican Army bomb 
blast on Friday. The bomb, which 
exploded prematurely, Killing two 
IRA. teenagers, contained nitro- 
benzene, ἃ chemical that can be 
fatal lf inhaled or absorbed through 
the skin. 

The Londonderry march was ὉΓ- 
ganized by the Apprentice Boys, 2 
Protestant fraternal order, to mark 
the day 293 years ago when 13 ap- 
prentice boys closed the city gates 
against a Catholic army. This led 
to a 105-day siege that ended with 
the defeat of Catholic control in Ul- 
ster. ν 


Spassky. blunder gives

That 
was the drawing move. He sat 
quite sti. Finally, he pushed his 
chair back, and walked out.

— A man accused 
of plotting to kill President Nixon 
was alleged here to have handed 
$1,000 to a Federal undercover 
agent on the understanding that the 
assassination would be carried out 
next week. 

Andrew Topping, 27, appeared in 
handcuffs in Federal Court on Fri- 
day shortly after his arrest in New 
York’s Central Park, where he was 
said to have paid the money. 

Remanding Topping on bail of 
$500,000 to August 21, Magistrate 
Martin Jacobs commented: “A more

ALGIERS. — The police guard on 
the Black Panthers’ headquarters 
here was removed yesterday — but 
mystery still surrounded the Pan- 
thers. 

The guard was posted outside the 
villa on the outskirts of the city 
three days ago as the authorities 
continued their inquiry into the hi- 
jacking of an American jetliner to 
Algiers 12 days ago.

Assistant U.S. Attorney William 
Gray told the court that Topping 
came under surveillance a week ago 
when he sought a personal meet- 
ing with the President.

Topping was arrested imme- 
diately after handing over the $1,000 
in the park for the assassination 
next week, Mr. Gray said.

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‘End-the-war 
move killed 
by U.S. House

WASHINGTON (UPI). — Admin- 
istration forces defeated a surging 
anti-war movement in the House of 
Representatives on Thursday and 
killed legislation intended to end 
U.S. involvement ἴῃ the Indochina 
war by October 1. . 

By a vote of 228 to 178, the 
House maintained its position of 
having never approved a measure 
setting a date for withdrawal of 
U.S. forces from Southeast Asia. 
It approved a move by Rep. Richard 
Bolling to strike from a $2,100m. 
bill an end-the-war provision added 
by the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The provision would have ordered 
a halt to U.S. combat activity 
throughout Indochina and a total 
withdrawal of American forces by 
October 1, subject only to a return 
of all prisoners, a verified account- 
ing of those missing in action, and 
a limited cease-fire to safeguard 
“ President Nixon's public negotiat- 
ing offer to the Communists calls 
for U.S. military withdrawal from 
South ‘Vietnam four months after 
the release of American prisoners 
and establishment of an internatio- 
nally supervised cease-fire through- 
out Indochina. 

Anti-war members suffered a blow 
earlier in the day when they failed 
in their bill to change the amend- 
ment’s deadline from October 1 to 
December 81 in an effort to attract 
additional support. Some of the 
‘House's most fervent opponents of 
the war joined other members to 
defeat the move 304 to 109. 


RHODESIA EMBARGO BID 

In other action by the House on 
Thursday, a new attempt to restore 
a full embargo on U.S. trade with 
Rhodesia was defeated. 

By a vote of 258 to 140 the 
House turned down an attempt to 
repeal the bill which Congress 
passed last year to lift the embargo 
enough to permit U.S. purchases of 
chrome from Rhodesia.

Education 
depends so heavily on women- be- 
cdusethe wages are-so wretched 
thatefew .men are tempted .to try 
and subsist on them. 


BREAK DOWN BARRIERS 


Encouraged by the example of 
women in other countries, Latin 
American women are now beginning 
to break down old barriers of pre- 
judice. There is resistance to women 
working outside shops and offices. 
Working class women are left only 
with domestic employment. As job- 
lessness is running at about eight per 
cent, and there is much under-em- 
ployment among men, factories are ! 
likely to remain closed to women 
for some time yet. 

One major hindrance is a body of 
laws designed to protect women 
from exploitation. They are not al- 
lowed, legally at any rate, to work 
in office or factories at night. And 
should a woman have a baby, her 
employer is obliged to give her 
three months off with full pay even 
lf he hired her one month previous- 
ly. Thig makes companies reluctant 
to employ women of child-bearing 
age. : 

Tronically, the progressive fe- 
males run into the fiercest opposi- 
tion from _ traditionally-minded 
women — especially those who or- 
ganize the nation’s many charities 
and run the mothers’ leagues. 

But by far the greatest obstacle 
to women’s emancipation 15 the cult 
of “machismo” (exaggerated mas- 
culinity) which is rampant among 
the lower classes and strong among 
the upper. The sex symbols of the 
working classes tend to be grotes- 
quely female, with huge, sometimes 
Silicone-filled, breasts and thighs, a 
carleature of the shapes preferred 
by Hollywood. Most lower class res- 
taurants and cafes still keep a 
section apart for “families,” al- 
though in the big cities women, ac- 
companied or not, have ignored the 
partitions for years. 


WOMEN’S LIB 

Four women's liberation move- 
ments are active, though none of 
them yet has more than a few hun- 
dred members. One group’s magazine 
has a circulation of over 3,000 in a 
country where magazine circulation 
is usually tiny. Their demands are 
far less apocalyptic than those of 
their revolutionary sisters in the 
United States and their leaders in- 
sist they feel the greatest affinity 
with the ribellione feminista of 
Ttaly. 
Their most immediate objective 1s 
the repeal of the few paternalistic 
laws “protecting” them, but they 
also object to such diverse manifes- 
tations of mele domination as the 
ridicule poured on women in popu- 
lar comic strips and the lack of any 
women in the leadership of unions 
representing mainly women workers.’ 

They want to be considered as 
people rather than women, and to 
Stress this point are asking to he 
obliged to do milltary service along 
with men.

practices of Football Ass'n

— The’ financial and 
administrative practices of the Is- 
rael Football Association eame un- 
der fre In the State Comptroller's 
Teport on the F.A. But the report 
relates primarily to the 1970/71 
season (up to June 30, 1971), and 
the entire F.A. management has 
been changed since then following 
the inquiry by the Etzion Com- 
mission into soccer malpractices. 
The State Comptroller notes that 
the new management is already 
working to correct many of the ir- 
regularities pointed out in the re- 

port. . ; 

One of the main points of the 
Comptroller's criticism relates to 
the use of free flight tickets issued 
to the PA. for private trips abroad 
and to the financial participa- 
tion of the F.A.in these jaunts. The 
FA. distributed 31 free airline tick- 
ets it received in 414 years to 
FA. management and committee 
members, “for private use.” The 


complimentary airline tickets were- 


of considerable value, and the FA. 
should have used them for working 
trips or prizes to players, the Comp- 


troller wrote. 


The report also uncovered irregu- 
larities in the printing and control 
of tickets to football matches. The 
FA. controlled only the tickets for 
matches it organized, while other 
football match tickets (which 
brought in sizeable revenue to the 
Association) were not checked. The 


ler was also critical of the 
Ee uate of invitation tickets 
issued the FA. 
The aot took the F.A. to task 
for Ioans {t issued, which amountec 
to over IL2m. by May 1972. Until 
the end of 1971 the F.A. gave loans 
at 13 per cent; at the start of this 
year it raised the interest rate to 
14.5 per cent. 


NOT LOAN COMPANY 

“The Football Association is not 
a fmance organization for the issu- 
ing of loans,” the State Comptroller 
notes, pointing out that he found 
no documentation to show if the 
loans were brought up for discus- 
sion of the F.A. management or its 
Finance Committee — nor was it 
clear who decided to issue the loans 
and on what baals. 


Criticism was also made of the 
F.A.'s use of detective agencies “for 
the purpose of receiving information 
that only indirectly, if at all, was 
the legitimate interest of the Foot- 
ball Association.” The F.A. paid an 
investigating agency 135,000 for 
the 1970/71 season, raising the fee 
to IL50,000 last season. 

The report points to various other 
administrative regarding 
expenses — including i 
pounds spent without receipts to 
show for the expenditures. The 
Comptroller recommends that the 
FA. appoint an internal comptroller 
to “inspect its own house thorough- 
ly," to ensure that the Association 
is run in accordance with accepted 
practices of a public body.

“Within approved policy, the re- 
gional offices will have the respon- 
sibility for planning and executing 
the Bank's lending and technical 
assistance programmes in the indi- 
vidual member countries," Mr. Me- 
Namara said. 

The new organization is intended 
to give effective responsibility to a 
new team of regional managers and 
will help integrate projects in dif- 
ferent geographical areas. “Region- 
alization of operations will provide 


closer integration of the area and

development of individual countries 
is the basis on which the Bank's

The rules of small-power diplo-- 


macy are quite different from those 


that guide the great powers. The 


big countries are like ocean-going 
liners which keep steadily to their 


course in all but the very worst 
weather. The smali~powers are like 
small sailing boats: they ‘have to 


make what use they can of the 


wind and seas that come their way. 
They cannot defy the elements, but 
if they are clever they can exploit 
them to good advantage. 

Ever since the Korean war ended 
nearly 20 years ago, the South Kor- 
eans have followed a number of set 
navigational principles.
